ket, ( being the 29th) we tra- 
velled till we-came to:a River- 


fide,; where were a'great parcel 
of Moors and Mules a baiting, 
that had Bail-Goods, which the 
Jally- Moors had taken in Prizes, 
to carry to the Emperor at Mac- 
gueneſs; who ſ{trialy enquired 
at -our Moor, from whence. we 
came, and whither we were g0- 
ing'?.
